Appropriation Bill Passes Senate 


This Morning. To England 


For Warships. 


PJ.BOLHND. 


New York, March 9.—Commander W. 


H. Brownson of the United States navy 
sailed for Northampton today on the 
American line steamer St. Paul. He said: 
"I am. going to England under order8 
direct from the navy department, not 
from the president. 
My mission ia to 


prepare for the exigences of the situation 
and see what can be had and what can be 
done in case of war, the possibilities of 
which I think are remote." 


London, March 9.—-The indications are 


that the United States government will 
not wait for the arrival here of Com- 
mander W. H. Brownson in order to pur- 
chased warships. Definite offers have al" 
vready been made for ships building here 
fwith the view of forestalling Spain.which 
is suppoaen to be bargaining for the same 
vessels. 


Tlie Bill Bosses the Senate. 


Washington, Mar. 9.—In anticipation of 


discussion on the $50,000,000 emergency 
appropriation bill, two hours before the 
senate convened spectators began to ap- 
pear and long before 12 o'clock the public 
and reserve galleries were filled. Among 
the spectators in the galleries were scores 
of ladies whose interest in Cuban matters 
is quite arisen as that of their fathers> 
husbands and brothers. 


On the floor of the senate the attend- 


ance was unusually large. Nearly all the 
members of the appropriations commit- 
tee, including the chairman, Mr. Allison, 
and of the foreign relations committee, 
including the chairman, Mr. Davis, were 
in their seats. Senator Hale reported the 
defense bill and asked its immediate con- 
sideration. 
The yeas and nays were 


taken en the passage of the bill. There was 
not a dissenting vote. All pairs- were j 
broken and those present voted in the I 
affirmative. Seventy-six senators voted 
for the bill. 
' 


It is expected that the bill will be 


signed by the president this afternoon. 


How It Passed tHe House. 


Washington, March 9.r~Tne gauenes 


of the housa of representatives were 
packed during Tuesday's session with 
enthusiastic spectators applauding to 
the echo the sterling patriotism of the 
words of eltKjuence which were- uttered 
by the members on. the floor. All the 
speeches were brief. 
Alth6ugh four 


hours were allowed for debate, so great 
was the..pressure for time that no one 
member was given more that-fiVe min- 
utes and most of them had to content 
themselves with a beggarly fraction oJ 
B. minute. 
In all 59 speeches were made. 


"With one acclaim members from the 
north and tiie south, the east and the 
west, the states and the territories, bat- 
tle-scarred veterans of the Union and 
Confederate armies, all joined in pro- 
aiming their support of the country's 
chief magistrate in the face of a pos- 
sible foreign war. 


Mr. Grosveliior (Kep., O.), in his speech, 


aroused the house to cheers by his glow- 
ing eulogy of the president's patriotism. 
He said: 
"Mr. Speaker, no more in- 


spiring picture can be witnessed any- 
where on earth than the demonstrations 
which we have seen during the last 30, 
60 and 90^days of the power of a great 
people, a free government, not only-to 
stand for the flag of their country, the 
unity of the government, the supremacy 
of the constitution, but for their dignity 
and calm exhibited In the face of the 
•world. 
The American people have had 


a great deal to stir the blood of en- 
thusiasm, a great deal to carry them 
off the feet of their calm judgment; 
but the picture' that the world has 
seen is the picture of a nation calmly 
studying every question as it arose, and 
as step by step danger seemed to come, 
threatening with its dark, frowning face, 
all distinctions fled away.

LESS PROSPECT OF WAR 


Spain's Reports of Peaceful Pur= 


poses and the Defense Bill 


Clear the Air. 


Washington, March 9.—In spite 01 


numerous conferences of officials, the 
continuation of preparations now in 
progress on a large scale to put the coun- 
try in. a state of defense ana the out- 
burst of patriotic speeches in congress, 
there was a-teeling apparent in the best 
informed circles Tuesday that the situa- 
tion as to our relations with Spain had 
improved. Perhaps the semi-official ad- 
vices Indicating a peaceful purpose on 
the part of the Spanish government con- 
tributed in a large measure to that feel- 
ing; or it rn^y have been that the grow- 
ing knowledge of the vasf extent of our 
(own 
resources tended to the" belief that 


,they would impress others with the 
futility of attacking the United States. 
•Howtver that may'be, the feeling pre- 
vailed. 


There was a very strong suggestion of 


the state of affairs that might exist in 
time of actual war in the busy scenes 
presents* at the navy and war depart- 
ments. There, was an almost unbroken 
succession of conferences between of- 
ficers and officials of various degrees, 
and throughout both these branches of 
the war establishments the greatest ac- 
tivity was exhibited. 


The point upon which the navy de- 


partment seeks to inform itself looks to 
securing information as to which of the 
ships in foreign yards can ba purchased 
immediately. With a view to acquiring 
information Captain Brownson was se- 
lected to go to Europe. He is an officer 
of great discretion, and his experience 
on the board of inspection has thorough- 
ly familiarized him with all of the details 
of the various types of warships. 


As to the right to buj! foreign warships 


all authorities agree that s^h purchases 
may be made, even after hostilities have 
begun, if the neutral nation exercises 
strict impartiality between the bel- 
ligerents and the ships are*hot armed 
and outfitted ready for service. The 
trade of shipbuilding is recognized as 
a legitimate one, which may be carried 
on St all times. Mr. Clay, when secre- 
tary of state, laid down the principle as 
follows: "If it -be forbidden by the law 
of nktions to sell to a belligerent an 
armed vessel completely equipped and 
ready for action, it is believed not to ba 
contrary to the law to sell to a belliger- 
ent a vessel in any other state, although 
it may be convertible into a ship of war." 


It is known that negotiations are in 


progress toward 'navifig "fh¥ UnTte3 
States acquire tha two cruisers now 
touilding for Japan, one at Crimps ship- 
yard at Philadelphia and the other at 
the Union iron works of San Francisco. 
There is good reason to believe that 
terms could be made between the United 
States and the shipbuilders, but there 
is no disposition to Ignore the rights of 
Japan. While suggestions have been 
made that the right of eminent domain 
would permit the United States to take 
the two cruisers without reference to 
Japan's rights, there is no desire among 
officials here to resort to such steps. 
Moreover, it is stated that such action 
would be an international offense di- 
rected against Japan, and an unfriendly 
act which this government is not likely 
to commit at this, moment toward a 
friendly power. The two cruisers ai e not 
only being built for Japan, but they have 
already become the actual property of 
,Japan by the payment of $1,350,000 on 
each. They are within three months of 
completion on an emergency basis. They 
are designed to make 22 knots, which 
(ranks them among the swiftest cruisers 
in the world. There has been talk of 
organizing a flying squadron composed 
altogether of fleet cruisers, four in num- 
ber, 
and having them ready to go to sea 


at a moment's notice in pursuit of an 
enemy's ships, relying on the feig battle- 
ships for the home guard. This, how- 
ever, has not been decided upon. 


A proposition that received atten- 


tion and is expected to be approved in 
the end came to the navy department 
yesterday. This was to turn over to the 
navy department 10 of the best boats In 
'the lighthouse service. These boats are 
from 300 to 400 tons burden, good sea 
(boats, manned by officers thoroughly 
familiar with every iadentation of the 
lAtlantic coast, and capable of being 
easily transformed into efficient gun- 
boats. It is proposed to place a six-inch 
rifle on a pivot mount on each vessel for- 
ward, and to place a lig-ht armor around 
the boilers and machinery to protect 
them from small arms fire at least. The 
attention of the department has also 
been called to the feasibility of recruiting' 
the naval list from the revenue marine 
cutters, a number of which are fully 
equal, being given arms, to the small 
type of gunboats now in the service. 
If these ve='">><=! were availed of, they 
would be assigned to dutjr along the 
southern coast, maintaining blockades 
and relieving- the larger cruisers of much 
***co,*>ij£c»Ti}» r]ntv.

ers of both sides, was that this appro- 
priation bill preparing for war would 
prove the sure guarantee of peace. 
Others insisted that war's alarms would 
soon be heard, and Mr. Mann of Illinois 
declared that war actually existed in 
all save name. 


When the question was put on the 


passage of the bill the whole house rose 
en masse in its favor, but Mr. Cannon 
asked for the ayes and nays. 
He did 


so, hJ said, at the request of many mem- 
bers who desired that every member 
should go on record. 


Nothing Known Officially, 


Washington, March 9.—The Maine was

The-Span- 
ish government had been informed that 
Crownlnshleld on this occasion had been 
In communication with the Insurgents, 
and even ,went BO far as to give them in- 
direct aid through filibustering sources, 
When the matter waa brought to the at- 
tention of Presirfent McKinley an im- 
med^ate denial In explicit terms was re- 
turned. Spain ^hereupon closed the In- 
cident with an acceptance of the presi- 
dent's statement

The Newspaper Said Bo Had Been Put In 


an Inebriate Aij'luru, Which He Contends 
Was Not True—Croker and Van Wyck. 
Tan Bcnthayien on The World. 


MEW YoiSK, Murch 9.—fSpeftiul.j—Rob- 


ert Burr, the novelist, is expected to set his 
foot on Aiiioricnu soil again before tho end 
if tho present month, and his errand is a 
cusious one, being nothing less than to 
testify in a suit for libel which ho has' 
brought against The Sun. 
"' 


The causa for this action was tho publi- 


cation by that newspaper almost two years 
ago of a statement that the novolist had 
become penniless through dissipation und 
had boon placed in an inebriate asylum by 
his friends. Being a nowspapm- man him- 
self by training and so knowing how easily 
a correspondent may be mistaken in iden- 
tity, Mr. Barr boro tho imputation on his 
character with moderation, only asking 
Tho Sun to print a denial of tho story. For 
some reason this wss refused, and when he 
understood tho refusal to bo definite the 
action was promptly begun. Tho trial of 
the case will come off in April. 


Tharo is no little speculation on the fart 


of Mr. Barr's friends in New York, I hear, 
as to tho motives of The Sun in not mak- 
ing tha retraction as requested since, they 
say, Mr. Barr is prepared to prove that he 
is not a drinking man and has never been 
an inmate of an asylum. It is true, they 
say, that a Bobert Barr, a native of Can- 
ada and at one time a member of the 
Dominion parliament, was put in a re- 
treat for the overbibulous, and it is as- 
sumed that The Sun correspondent's story 
was based on thsnowsof this man's down- 
fall. Should Mr. Barr succeed in proving 
his case there will probably be troublo for 
The Sun man who failed to verify what he 
wrote, thereby breaking one of the most 
important of Sun rules. Bobert Barr, the 
novelist, is still n citizen of the United 
States, though for years and probably for 
keeps a resident of England. His latest 
novel, "Tho Mutable Many," which, by 
the way, was printe'd as a serial in Tha 
Sun, is Belling unusually well in book 
form on the other side and ia highly 
spoken on by the British critics. 


Mr. Barr had a decidedly disagreeable 


experience some months ago in Syria, 
where, with several companions, he was 
exploring old ruins. 
From the beginning 


they were jealously watched by the local 
Turkish authorities, and just before tha 
completion of theli work^every member of 
the party, including Mr."'Barr, was locked 
up on the charge of conspiracy. Tho in- 
carceration lasted only until the British 
consul could be communicated with, but 
that was 36 long hours, a sufficient period 
to bore the novelist an- his friends im- 
mensely. 


Mr. Croker and Mayor Van Wyck. 


A whole lot of reminiscences were start- 


ed on the rounds among the lawyers by 
the recently floated rumor that there had 
been a row between Bicbard Croker and 
Mayor Van Tfyck, and, although the re- 
port was denied almost instantly and tha 
mon in question dined together most os- 
tentatiously the very nest evening, there 
are not wanting those who believe a big 
row is now simmering and sure TO boil 
over in the near future unless Mr. Croker 
learns sometimes to bow his head to the 
mandates of the municipal chief magis- 
trate. The chances are, indeed, say some 
of the lawyers who appeared oftenest be- 
fore him when Van Wyck was a city judge, 
that the boss yielded in the present case, 
though it is only proper to add that the 
whole story was based on nothing more 
substantial than the reported fact that 
Van Wyck was heard to tell his friend and 
political backer that he (Van V.'yck) didn't 
propose to do anything he "couldn't stand 
for," after which they parted abruptly, 
each appearing much perturbed. 


"Ono of Mayor Van Wyok's greatest 


troubles is his nervous temperament, "«aid 
a lawyer yesterday. "He often used to 
lose his patience when on the city bench, 
a'nd his impetuous nature often found 
vent in such remarks as those: 'That's 
enough of that, now!' 'Why should you 
repeat what you have to say so many 
times?' 'Don't you suppose I've got sense 
enough to understand what you're driving 
at?' 'Lot's hear from the other side!' 


"Sometimes he would get fbis sort of 


thing off in a tone and with the manner 
of one who was thoroughly out of patience, 
and the lawyer appearing before him for 
the first time who drew out such a rebuke 
was generally pretty badly scared. But 
we all learned after awhile that his bark 
was worse than his bite, by which I mean 
that, with nllhis nervous peevishness, Von 
Wyck was a fair and honest judge and 
that such an outbreak as I have mentioned 
was sometimes a good sign rather than 
otherwise. I predict a big fuss the first time 
it is insisted upon, that he shall do any 
thing he can't'stand for.' " 


Fred Van Benthnysen. 


No authentic information has been 


given out as to' just what Mr. Fred Van 
Benthuysen, so many years the wheelhorsa 
on tho Chicago Tribune and lately sum- 
moned to help Mr. Pulitzer in the fight 
between his World and Mr. Hearst's Jour- 
nal, is going to do. But this much is cer- 
tain—whatever it is it will be Van Ben- 
thuysen's best, and Van Benthuysen's best 
is pretty good. 


The present greatness of the Chicago 


Tribune is not_ all duo to him, of course, 
but thai much of it is there is no ques- 
tion. Mr. Medill gave up active executive 
work long ago, and, as managing editor, 
Van Benthuysen has played a big part in 
the paper's conduct ever since. In the ex- 
ecutive work of tho editorial and news de- 
partments he has been supreme, and there 
are many New Yorker.8 who consider the 
Chicago Tribune as he has got it out the 
best and most comprehensive "news" pa- 
per in the United States today. Mr. Van 
Benthuysen is not far from 40. He is a 
bil? man physically, cordial, though some- 
times a bit bluff in his ways, capable of a 
lot. of hard work and fond of the game. 


Like Chester S. Lord, tho managing edi- 


hnr of The Sun, Mr. Van Benthuysen has 
made it a point for years to "s.eo tho paper 
to press" every morning personally in*- 
stead of leaving that important duty to the 
intelligence of u night editor. Like Mr. 
Lord also, Mr. Van Benthuysen has'lho 
faculty of working easily. Bach of these 
men is capable of getting out a morning 
edition in the most exciting times even— 
such as como when national political con- 
ventions are pouring in or when, as at 
present, there nro rumors of war—without 
excitement, worry, hurry or delay. 


And while the maintenance of strict dis- 


cipline is a point withxboth, they are men 
who win the personal esteem of their sub- 
ordinates as well aa the most profound re- 
spect.

of the St. Louis board of health, claims 
ho has discovered a virus that is death to 
mosquitoes. He Is going to Alaska to 
$tart a plague among the pests by inocu- 
lating some choice specimens of them and 
turning them loose to spread the fatal dis- 
ease, which, he declares, is highly contag- 
ious to all diptera. 


The National Museum of Natural His- 


tory has investigated the mosquito and 
recognizes some 30 kinds in North Ameri- 
ca, of which the variety ftoind along the 
Yukon is the most pestSerous. These 
swaun in long columns rSsembllng the 
smoko rising from a campfire. 
One can 


hear their buzzing 100 feet away. It is 
not sweet music. The first concert is his 
last sometimes, for a nervous temperament 
cannot 'endure an attack of tho pests, and, 
though a miner should not have nerves, 
S07ne miners do have them and find thorn 
sadly in the way in time of trouble. The 
mosquito pesters such a man until he sinks 
from exhaustion, never to rise again.

tack men and overwhelm them, but they 
drive the moose, deer and caribou up the 
mountains to the snow line, where these 
animals would prefer not to be in berry 
time. 
They kill dogs, and even the big 


brown bear that is often miscalled a griz- 
zly has succumbed to them. 


Although the Alaska summer IB short, 


two broods of mosquitoes hatch out each 
yenr and are ready for business from one 
to ten seconds after they leave the water. 
It rains a good deal along the Yukon, and 
ram is welcomed, for is drives the mos- 
quitoes to cover. They bide under leaves 
and branches until the shower is over; 
then they come out boiling with rage at 
the time they have been forced to spend in 
idleness, and the miner has a harder time 
than ever after his respite.

Congress Finally Discovers That We Need 
*. •*- 
a Navy to Back Our Diplomacy — Ac- 
ceptance of New Keaponsibilitiea — Radi- 
cal Change In Our Policy. 


WASHINGTON. March 9.— [Special. ]—One 


preat result of tho Spanish war situation 
is to put an ond to tho policy of economy 
which- hus roigued so long in this country. 
It is now admitted by tho most ardout ad- 
vocates of small expenditures that this na- 
tion has been penny wise and pound fool- 
ish. 
The theory upon which our govern- 


mental policy has been framed for many 
years is that we nuod Dover fcur a foreign 
war, that no nation would daro attack us, 
that wo wcro secure in our isolation, and 
that therefore no need existed of providing 
a great navy, keeping a big armj'or build- 
ing elaborate coast defenses. A few public 
spirited and lai'aighted men, among them 
Suiuuol J. Tilden, tho^great Democrat, 
and .Tnraes Q. Elaine, tho groat Republic- 
an, did not agree' with this conclusion. 
They appealed to their countrymen again 
and again for provision against possibili- 
ties. They argued that the way to secure 
peaca was to prepare for war. 


Mr. Tilden's striking letter asking con- 


gross to vote §100,000,000 for coast de- 
fenses, which President Cleveland treated 
with such scant courtesy, although Mr. 
Tililon had virtually selected him as his 
political heir and mado him president, ev- 
ery one will now recall. I remember most 
vividly a conversation I had with Mr. 
Blaino about four years before his death. 


"It is a shame we cannot have a great 


navy and n splendid system of coast de- 
fenses," said Mr. Blaine. "This is tho 
richest country in the world. Our revenue 
possibilities exceed those of any nation, 
even England. Tho amount of money wo 
could, raise without seriously burdening 
our people iaitbe envy of all foreign stu- 
dents of government. 
Yet we hide our 


heads in the sands of our fancied security. 
We go along with tho comfortable theory 
that no matter how many troubles other 
nations have we are the one exception to 
tho rule and that no trouble will ever come 
tons." 


"But is not diplomacy better than war?" 


I asked Mr. Blaino. 


"Diplomacy 'is a good thing, a fine 


thing, a splendid thing," answered Mr. 
Blaine impressively, "but, my dear sir, 
there is no real diplomacy without big 
guns'." 


A world of philosophy was contained in 


this remark. There is in truth no real 
diplomacy without big guns to support 
the contentions of the diplomatists. If 
the United States had no better navy 
novv than we bad 20 years ago, what 
would be Spain's attitude toward us 
at tbo present time? What treatment 
•would she have accorded to us during tho 
last six months? Our diplomacy would 
have been as futile as the boasts of a 
drunken man. We should have been with- 
out respect or power. We should have been 
run over ruthlessly at every turn of the 
road. 


A New Era. 


But now it is almost universally admit- 


ted in Washington that we have come to a 
new era. Wo have reached a point in our 
national development where we cannot 
longer escape the responsibilities that nat- 
urally fall to the lot of a great and power- 
ful nation. Power always brings respon- 
sibility, and a nation is like an individual 
in that respect. The time has gone by in 
which we can safely bide our head in the 
sand of isolation, assume that we have no 
concern with the affairs of other nations, 
and that our entire function and duty 
may be found within our own borders. 
From this day forward the United States 
is one of the great political powers of the 
world, destined to play an active and im- 
portant part in the world's activities. 
While it is true we fortunately have the 
traditional doctrine of noninterference in 
the affairs of the old world, f6r there' the 
great powers have the duty of regulation 
and control to perform, it is by the same 
token true that we have a pressing dnty 
to perform in the new world, %duty from 
which we cannot escape. 
TJJ

The United States is the great nation of 


the American hemisphere., Here we have 
set up the Monroe doctrine, which is sim- 
ply an acceptance of the responsibility as to 
western affairs which the great powers of 
Europe assume as • to matters on the other 
side of the Atlantic. If there were another 
great power in America; if, for instance, 
Mexico were anywhere near our equal, 
that power would have joint reponaibility 
with us for such management of the inter- 
national relations on this continent as 
would best conduce to the progress of civ- 
ilization and commerce. A great nation 
in these modern times is something more 
than an aggregation of selfish interests, 
looking only to its interior prosperity. Its 
first duty is, of course, to its own people, 
but its humanity is not to stop at its own 
doors any more than is that of a Christian 
householder. If a man hears signs of mur- 
der, wails of distress, news of terrible suf- 
fering and 'disorder in his neighbor's yard, 
it is his duty to go to the rescue. He need 
not necessarily make war upon his neigh- 
bor, but ha has not only tho right, but the 
duty, to interfere to compel peace and to 
save bloodshed and stop misery. 


Oar National Kesponelbilities. 


Among nations just tho same rights and 


duties exist, and tho greater and moro 
powerful the nation tho keener becomes 
this duty and the more clear its right. A 
powerful nation is something more than a 
mero scheme \)f government within its own 
borders; it is a trustee for the world's bet- 
terment, peace and well being. It cannot 
escape its duty if it would. For these rea- 
sons tho United States of today has become 
a different nation from tho United States 
of 20 or 60 years ago. We grow and move 
with the world. Tho same natural laws 
that thrust responsibility upon tho nations 
of Europe thrust it upon us. Wo have no 
right to say wo are concerned only about 
our domestic policies and that we aro nev- 
er going to have anjf trouble with foreign 
countries. To meet our proper sphere and 
function among the family of nations we 
must have naval and military strength. 


This spirit, for which I may bo pardoned 


In saying I have argued again and again 
In the public press, is now tho^predominat- 
ing spirit in tho national capital. As a 
result of it men of all .parties stand by tho 
president. Men of all parties are for an 
increase of our navy and of our coast de- 
fenses. Heavy appropriations for these pur- 
poses are sure to bo made for years to come. 
At last, by the force of circumstances be- 
yond our control, wo aro becoming a really 
great and powerful nation among tho na- 
tions of tho earth.

It is to relieve this suffering that 
the American people last month sent 400 
tons of food and clothes to Havana. Tins 
will be distributed under the direction of 
Clara Bar.ton, who, as head of the Red 
Cross society, ha? gone to Cuba. She also 
has charge of a corps of nurses, and one of 
her first lieutenants is Sister Bettina, who 
recently accompanied her to the island. 


Sister Bettina comes from New York, 


where for several years she has been sister 
superintendent of the Bed Cross hospital

at S33 West One Hundredth street. There 
she has had charge of the training- of 
nurses for work afaong the poor and for 
emergency work under the Bed Cross 
rules. Her charming personality made all 
the members of the society her friends, 
and last August she was married to Dr. A. 
Monae Lesser, with Whom she has now 
gone to Havana. Sister Bettina is the 
only one of tho nurses of the. society whom 
Miss Barton has called to Havana. She 
will try to train the native women to help 
her in the care of the ill, but if more of 
the Red Cross nurses are needed a large 
number stand ready to leave at a few 
hours' notice. 


There is lots of work to be done. From 


Havana to Santiago the wistful eyes of a 
half million sick, starving, dying Cubans 
are looking co the Bed Qross to bring them 
succor from their terrible plight. Miss 
Barton's arrival has revived some who 
were at the last extremity, and all are try- 
ing to hold out a little longer until the 
help that is now promised reaches them. 


Primarily Miss Barton's mission is to 


rescue the helpless children and save the

preparations were pushed with utmost 
vigor once the engines had been re- 
ported in, working order, and on a 
gloomy winter's morning the formal 
trial trip was begun. 


Judging by the newspaper reports of 


this trial, it was a hopeless failure. The

schemer," and he was severely reproved 
for wasting the country's resources. An 
article giving the details of the trial 
trip and headed "Ericsson's Folly" ap- 
peared In a newspaper. 


Meanwhile it must be admitted that 


the battery behaved tar differently from 
what its designer had intended. The 
motive »nglnes proved out of adjust- 
m»nt and the steering gear required 
excessive power, so that between the 
two the vessel was utterly unmanage- 
able and had to be towed back to its 
starting point. 


Then an incident took place which 


shows the confidence which the great 
Inventor reposed iu the ability of his 
subordinates. At the request of Eiles- 
son young MacCord brought the draw- 
ings of a certain -part ot the machinery 
wherein was supposed to lie the defect. 
The captain had never before examined 
those drawings, so that it was with 
misgivings that the draftsman ap- 
peared to have his work looked over. 


After consideration MacCord was or- 


dered to draw new plans. Having done 
so, he appeared before Ericsson m or- 
der to have them examined. But the 
captain would not look over the work. 


"You are sure it is right now? Vary 


well, then, so ahead," ha directed, and 


may not revert with satisfaction. The 
conditions for accepting the Monitor im- 
posed by a great government on a great 
designer are, fortunately, unparalleled 
in our history. At a figure allowing but 
little over the cost of construction the 
government agreed to accept the ship 
"providing it prove impregnable under 
the guns of the enemy at the shortest 
range." In short, while the government 
was willing to gain everything, the risk 
was to be taken by the buildar. 


Still Ericsson accepted. "I love this 


country. I love its laws and its people, 
and I would'give my life for if Just as 
soon as not," said he on that occasion. 


However, there was more trouble in 


store, for a trial of the armament, ow- 
ing to the bungling of a negligent en- 
gineer, resulted in a, temporary dis- 
abling of both guns. 
| In the matter of suitable armament 


j Ericsson was made to conform to his 


I original plans. 
He had intended to 


mount a pair of 15-inch guns, "but such 
not being procurable in time the largest 
available 11-inch guns were substituted. 


From these guns only shells, with a 


service charge of 15 pounds of powder, 
were 
discharged 
during 
the fight. 


Against the shells the armor of the Mer- 
rimac was just about proof. Ericsson, 
foreseeing this possibility, had provided 
wrought iron solid shot to be fired with 
a greater charge ot powder, but not a 
solid shot was used during the engage- 
ment, though this was-not the fault of 
either the officers or the crew of the 
Monitor.

In Hampton Eoads. The senator said 
that the memorial had been prepared 
by Admiral Worden for the benefit of 
those who had served under him on the 
Monitor, but that the admiral had de- 
cided not to present it, fearing that 
such an action might be construed into 
a desire for personal benefit. 


Besides mentioning the duel as one of 


the foremost events in the history of 
our late war, Senator Chandler also 
spoke of the .nfluence that the meeting 
of the two ironclads had exerted on the 
building of modern navies. la conse- 
quence of that duel wooden ships gave 
place to those built of iron for purposes 
of warfare. 


There is probably no story that has 


been oftener retold than the building of 
the Monitor. 
But there were minor 


mishaps, incidences, that have never 
been mentioned, and without which the 
story itself is not complete. For ex- 
ample, though it is generally known 
that an early trial trip of the Monitor 
proved a failure, the exact causes of 
this failure have been but imperfect- 
ly touched upon, while the scenes that 
took place alongside the unpamted 
black hull have been left almost wholly 
unmentioned. 


Wjthout a doubt there is not another 


In this country better qualified to treat 
of this subject than Professor C. W. 
MacCord, who was at the time a drafts- 
man at the Continental Iron works and 
who in later years became one of the 
few of Ericsson's chosen friends. The 
professor was one of the builders of the 
rfsraaeus naval war machine, and it is 
directly on his statements that this, ar- 
ticle !s founded 


Before the vessel was launched Cap- 


tain Ericsson was a frequent and al- 
most daily visitor to the yards of the 
Continental' Iron works. 
After 
the 


launching' had taken place, however, 
he visited the ship but seldom. The 
engines having been put into the Mon- 
itor while the vessel was on the stocks 
there remained little that required the 
designer's personal attention, and he 
therefore satisfied himself with the re- 
ports made by the government en- 
gineers about the behavior of the en- 
g'nes while under steam. These engines 
i'.ere what have since been termed the 
"Monitor type," but, contrary to a gen- 
era! impression, this form of engine had 
undergone a satisfactory trial in the 
Judith and the Daylight, and was not, 
like the vessel itself, of wholly untried 
design 


The "Monitor, for obvious reasons, had 


b;en Iniilt with as much secrecy as pos- 
Bible, and this (a few of the particulars 
having- leaked out) served to whet pub- 
lic curiosity to fever heat. So contrary 
was the design of the Monitor to every- 
thing that was supposed to be "ship- 
shape" and so overweighted appeared 
the vessel that many Jbcpected to see 
her sliding down her ways and to the 
bottom of the East river. 
The finar

so correct proved the duplicate draw- 
ing that on comparison both tracings 
might have been made from the same 
original plan. Exactly what the trou- 
ble was with the..engines has never 
been discovered; perhaps an error on 
the part of a chief engineer, who 
throughout the building of the Monitor 
caused considerable delay owing to in- 
competency, and who may have found 
it possible to remedy an error without 
the knowledge reaching "higher quar- 
ters. At any rate, without any appre- 
ciable alteration by order of Ericsson, 
the engines - mysteriously- became effi- 
cient. 
' 


But there remained still the defective 


rudder. Some"hQwr, it asrnot known from 
what quarter, CEricsson heard a rumor 
that it was the intention of the naval 
authorities to put the vessel in dry- 
dock so as to fit .a new rudder. On 
hearing this news the captain's brow 
darkened. The blood rushed to his face, 
and with the full volume of his power- 
ful voice he swore a.mighty oath. 


"The Monitor is mine, and I say it 


shall not be done1" And in those words 
perhaps lay the salvation of the Union. 
"Put in a new rudder! They'd waste 
a month doing that. I'll have her in 
working order in three days." In less 
than the time specified the alterations 
had' been made, and from that time on 
the vessel was in perfect working or- 
der. 
Within a month the battle m 
Hampton Roads had been won and, con- 
sidering- the Bash of those stirring 
times, belonged to ancient history. 


Considering how -precious was each 


hour, it may be well understood why 
a proposition to'delay the completion 
iof the vessel by docking should be suffi- 
cient to arouse the indignation and dis- 
gust of the eminent inventor. Besides, 
the vessel -had not yet been paid for 
and was therefore fully in-the posses- 
sion of Captain Ericsson, who said in 
truth, "The Monitor is mine."

also is an instance toward whicn we 


officials was correct was proved later 
on when the guns were tested under an 
increased charge of powder. 


"Had the government been able to 


fiynish heavier guns," said Professor 
MacCord, "or had its officials been will- 
ing to sanction the heavier .charges, 
there is little doubt that the Merrimac, 
instead of withdrawing- from the con- 
test, would have been quickly sent to 
keep company with her victims." 


So certain was Ericsson that the 


means provided were sufficient for the 
purpose that he was never able to re- 
gard the actual result with unalloyed 
pleasure. 


After the Monitor had proved her 


value as a fighter there yet remained 
open the all important question of sea- 
worthiness. 
Ericsson sat down and 


planned another monitor. 
Under the 


care of an escort the latest representa- 
tive of the new type of battleship was 
sent to sea. " Not very long after the 
departure of the pair both passed 
through the trial of a storm of unusual 
violence. 
When the vessels returned 


the monitor was towing her disabled 
convoy into port.

Washington, March 2.—The affecta- 


tion of a superior virtue by the British 
authorities over the case of two young 
attaches of the, American embassy who 
claimed "diplomatic privileges" when 
arrested for violating an ordinance in 
a London suburb has created mild 
amusement 
in 
Washington. 
These 


young men rode their bicycles on the 
sidewalk, and when arrested they ap- 
pealed to the American embassador for 
protection from prosecution. Mr. Hay 
applied to the foreign office, and the 
prosecution of the young men was stop- 
ped. But the authorities expressed a 
mild surprise that the culprits had not 
taken their punishment, since no diplo- 
matic question was involved, and they 
were clearly in the wrong. 


The residents on Nineteenth street, in 


the vicinity of Dupont circle, are con- 
sidering the advisability of having this 
opinion of the foreign office framed and 
sending a copy of it to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote. 
The British embassador 


ought to know what his government 
thinks of a man who shirks his duties 
as a resident by pleading diplomatic 
privileges. Possibly English sentiment 
would make Sir Julian see the necessi- 
ty for cleaning the snow from the side- 
walk on the Nineteenth street front of 
the embassy. 


There is a local regulation in Wash- 


ington requiring all owners of improved, 
property to keep the sidewalks atmttmg 
on the property clean and free from 
snow. The British government owns 
a valuable piece of ground bounded by 
Nineteenth street, II street and Con- 
necticut avenue. The embassy building 
faces Connecticut avenue. 
Sir Julian 


does not use Nineteenth street. There- 
fore Sir Julian declines to keep his side- 
walk on Nineteenth street clean, and 
the persons who do use Nineteenth 
street, which is a fashionable thorough- 
fare, must wade through snow ankle 
deep when passing Sir Julian's pre- 
serves. I saw the Hon. Theodore Roose- 
velt disporting himself on snowshoes 
there one day; but few Washingtonians 
own snowshoes or knot? how to use 
them. 


The district authorities once asked Sir 


Julian politely to clear attfayithe snow. 
He did not comply with the request, and 
nothing can be done about^the matter. 


When the late Senator Van Wyck 


lived in the house on Massachusetts 
avenue and Eighteenth street which be 
owned, one of the legations was near 
by. A member'of the legation owned 
a dog that howled and moaned all 
through the night. The .'.senator com- 
plained to the District authorities. It 
was of no use.

hard headed judge took the chance of 
fining him. and no international diffi- 
culties resulted. 


Not only are the legation people fret 


to raise Cain whenever they please, but 
they cannot be compelled to pay their 
bills. A great many tradesmen her* 
have accounts with young attaches of 
legations which will never be paid. A 
florist on Fourteenth street adopted a 
novel plan to collect a bill against on* 
of these men. The foreigner had been 
paying court to a rich American girL 
He sent her flowers regularly and wai 
assiduousnn his devotion to her. Th« 
florist from whom he ordered the flow- 
ers waited until the bill amounted to 
a large sum and then started to collect 
It. He sent it to the young man. H« 
sent it to the legation. He sent it to 
the minister. When all else had failed, 
he sent the bill to the young lady who 
had received the flowers, with a note 
of explanation. Her father paid the 
bill and probably ordered the young 
man out of his house—a rather disas- 
trous conclusion to his speculation. 


A Fight With a Snake.

Times have changed at the 
German embassy, and a few days ago 
the embassador received and enter- 
tained representatives of all the "ver- 
eins" and "bunds" in Washington, to- 
gether with-the Von Seckendorfis and 
the other German aristocrats. 


Crowing fowls and other nuisances 


have been kept by the diplomats in 
Washington, and their neighbors have 
always been without recourse. 
But 


maintaining a nuisance is not the limit 
of diplomatic privilege. The young at- 
taches h^ve a. merry way of setting the 
laws at defiance. 
Many of these at- 


taches, especially those from some of the 
Latin republics, are the dissolute sons of 
wealthy men who have been sent here 
less on the business of their government 
than to have a good time. They have it. 
One of their favorite diversions is to 
make a sortie on an unsavory quarter 
of the capital and brea^k -windows. They 
break cab -windows, store windows—any- 
thing of glass. The guardians of the 
law round them up .and take them to 
the police station. With silk hats tilted 
back on their disheveled heads they 
stand at the bar and present their cards 
to the sergeant in charge. He knows 
them. It is all 'that his place is worth 
to lay a finger on one of them. So he 
argues with them. 


"Now, 
gentlemen, go home peacea- 


ibly," he says. 
"It's pretty late, and 


j you've had a good time. Suppose you 
let the cabman drive you home." 


If they a^e in a good humor they con. 


sent and noisily troop out to the cabs 
in which they were driven to the sta- 
tion. If they are ugly there is nothing 
to be done but let them have their fimg. 
If they want to tear up the car tracks 
on Pennsylvania avenue there is no

makes himself offensive to the local au- 
thorities. If his sins are serious the 
secretary of state, through our embas- 
sador or minister, notifies his home gov- 
ernment that his presence here is not 
desired.

The whole affair is 
conducted so quietly that no one outside 
diplomatic circles ever hears of it. The 
young man is recalled suddenly by his 
government.

The old plan 
of interviewing and piecing the result of 
the interviews in the hope pf getting 
something tangible has been followed, but 
without results. The officers still lament 
the fact that there is nothing to work 
from. If money had been taken or some, 
of the personal property iu the house 
stolen then the investigators could hope 
to detect something in some one's posses- 
sion that would lead to a clearing np of 
the mystery. But after month's of almost 
uninterrupted work and an investigation 
of the Reeda' affairs, it has not'teen 
shown that anything was taken by the 
murderer, and nothing has been disclosed 
to help make a chain out of the vas* 
amount of irrelevant material gathered.
